'You’re not alone. 

Visits for preventive dental care have declined, and 
patients are postponing needed dental work, according to a 
survey by the Chicago Dental Society which hosts its annual 
midwinter meeting this month at McCormick Place. For 
example, more than 90 percent of dentists said their clients 
are putting off cosmetic procedures, up from 60 percent last 
year, the survey said. 

For patients who do make it to the dentists’ chairs, many 
show signs of stress in their mouths. The survey said 65 per- 
cent of dentists said they saw an increase in jaw clenching 
and teeth grinding in their patients. 

While the annual survey tracks how dentists feel their 
practices are faring in the current economic climate, it’s not 
all business.

New credit card rules in effect Monday

WASHINGTON U.S. consumers will get ^ 
long-awaited relief from some of the 
most costly and deceptive credit card tac- 
tics when the sweeping provisions of the 
Credit Card Accountability Responsibility 
and Disclosure Act of 2009 finally kick in on 
Monday 

The CARD Act, which President Obama 
signed May 22, dramatically changes the way 
card issuers can profit from plastic. 

Instead of arbitrary rate increases, exorbi- 
tant fees and murky calculations of interest 
charges, card companies must now be more 
transparent in establishing and disclosing the 
terms of their offerings and, as a result, more 
prudent in the way they manage credit risk. 

In response to the law, most issuers already 
have introduced a host of new fees and rate 
structures to recoup some of the revenue they 
will lose under the new rules. The changes will 
make credit not only harder to get, but also 
more expensive. 

For example, 35 percent of the card offers 
mailed to U.S. households in the fourth quar- 
ter of last year carried annual fees. That’s the 
highest percentage in 10 years, according to 
the marketing research firm Synovate. Those 
offers had an average annual interest rate of 
13.5 percent, the highest in five years. 

The CARD Act won’t silence all consumer 
gripes about credit cards, but it will save card- 
holders billions of dollars and usher in, for 
many, a welcome new era of tougher industry 
scrutiny from lawmakers, regulators, consum- 
er advocates and customers. 

“What this says to the card industry is, 
‘Look, Congress has reset the playing field. 
The rules of the game have changed. Some of 
these practices that we know were harming 
consumers have to stop,’ ” said Nick Bourke, 
manager of the Safe Credit Cards Project at 
the Pew Charitable Trusts. “Now the ball goes 
back to the industry, and they have to decide 
how to evolve their product.”

Man behind the menu cooks up innovation in the Golden Arches’ headquarters in Oak Brook

REDEYE 

This is where the magic happens. 

Dan Coudreaut, the man behind the menu at McDonald’s, is whipping up a Parmesan cheese 
artichoke dip in the spotless kitchen at the fast food giant’s Oak Brook headquarters. But this is 
no ordinary kitchen; it’s the test kitchen at the Golden Arches’ massive corporate campus. 

As director of culinary innovation for nearly six years, Coudreaut’s food creations have the 
potential to reach 27 million people a day In his kitchen he has a pepper grinder, KitchenAid mixer 
and other gadgets at his disposal that other cooks wouldn’t find at the 13,0 00 -plus McDonald’s 
chain locations in the U.S. His most recent creation: The Mac Snack Wrap, which launched in 
December and tastes like a Big Mac wrapped in a tortilla. His other inventions include the chicken 
Snack Wrap, the Angus burger, Southwest Salad and McSkillet Burrito with Sausage, among oth- 
ers. He also concocted the Asian salad and spicy chicken sandwich, which are no longer on the 
menu. 

The spiky-haired Coudreaut, 44, who has a fine dining background and is known in the biz 
as Chef Dan, is charged along with his team with the task of coming up with menu items for 
McDonald’s customers. His restaurant career started when he was 14 as a dishwasher and included 
a stint at The Four Seasons in Dallas. 

His team-oriented cooking style and food philosophy of staying simple gave him a competitive 
edge and ultimately the McDonald’s job in 2004, he said. 

In a “Top Chef ’’-style challenge, Coudreaut made seven breakfast items in two hours. He wowed 
McDonald’s judges with two versions of a wild berry smoothie (one made with yogurt and the 
other with soy milk for the lactose intolerant), a power muffin with oatmeal and apple butter, 
strawberry cream cheese crepes and three breakfast calzones. 

It doesn’t take a long list of ingredients for a dish to be great, Coudreaut said. 

“If you start with a quality ingredient from the beginning, treat it w r ell with proper cooking 
techniques, you store it well, you cook it with love, you’ll have a pretty good product in the end,” 
he said. 

But there are certain constraints he faces in his job. No matter how good the food looks or 
tastes, menu items have to be quickly made, affordable and marketable to customers. Plus, 
there has to be a supply of the ingredients— got enough Angus beef for those burgers?— and 
the end product has to be portable so customers can grab it and go, he said. All that, he said, 
forces him to be even more creative. 

And his ingenuity doesn’t end with the McDonald’s menu. At a Hollywood A-list cock- 
tail party in 2008, he served fries, mini-Macs and mini-McGriddles with sausage as hors 
d’oeuvres. 

Coudreaut talked to RedEye about his inventions, his reputation and how r he found out about 
the super-secret McDonald’s job. 


How did you get this job? Was there a cook-off? 

I did have to come in and do a tasting. ... 

I got a call from a recruiter that was very 
confidential at the time. They wouldn’t even 
tell me who it was. They just said, “We have 
a major brand in the U.S. that’s looking for 
a chef.” So I put my name in the hat and 
found out eventually that it was McDonald’s. 
When I was thinking about it, it maybe took 
me about 30 seconds to kind of connect the 
dots: Wow, you could have a really big impact 
in the way America eats if you’re connected 
with this brand. 


Coming from that fine dining background, is 
McDonald’s a step up? 

Am I working with truffle oil? Am I work- 
ing with foie gras? Absolutely not. So you 
can look at it as a step down as far as ingre- 
dients go. On par, it’s an upgrade because 
of the sheer impact of what we do here at 
McDonald’s impacts 27 million people a day. 

I would never, ever, ever be able to do that 
at the Four Seasons. So to be able to have a 
positive impact on a menu and brand as big as 
McDonald’s is a huge step up.

That title has given me a lot of crap from fel- 
low chefs. I’m the chef of the most impactful 
restaurant company is probably the more 
correct way of saying it. ... So it’s great for my 
ego, but my feet are pretty firmly grounded by 
reality 

What’s an ingredient you’re dying to try in an 
item? 

I want to have more fresh produce available 
to me, more fresh fruits, that would be awe- 


some and it’s happening. ... It’d be great to use 
strawberries, but if it only takes three days 
before they become moldy, well then no, that 
doesn’t help. 

What’s the item you’re most proud to have cre- 
ated at McDonald’s? 

It’s one of the items that’s not on the menu 
right now, and that’s the Asian salad. That was 
one of my first items so I’m proudest of that. 
I’m also proud of the fact that we introduced 
ingredients. ... Edamame was an ingredient 
that was very unique to quick service restau- 
rants and it’s used in high upscale restaurants 
and in Japanese restaurants as a portable 
snack {or] appetizer, but introducing that to 
McDonald’s was a lot of fun and I give the 
company a lot of credit for taking the chance 
and risk. 

Do you sample your competitors? 

Yeah. I’m not too focused on our competitors. 
If I’m following them, I’m losing. I want them 
following me.

Shooting at party leaves 
1 teen dead, 2 injured 

A 16-year-old was fatally shot and two 17- 
year-olds were injured as bullets crashed 
through the front window of a home 
where the boys were attending a party 
early Sunday morning on Chicago’s West 
Side.

The 16-year-old, who has not been 
identified, was shot in the chest and 
pronounced dead at the scene, Kubiak 
said. One of the other victims was shot in 
the leg and foot while the other was shot 
in a shoulder, Kubiak said. 

The 16-year-old was a 12th-grader 
at Roosevelt High School, said 
Monique Bond, Chicago Public Schools 
spokeswoman. 

Man charged with 
killing girlfriend’s son 

A 29-year-old man was charged Sunday 
with the killing of his girlfriend’s 2-year- 
old son after punching the toddler in the 
stomach, prosecutors said. 

Jesus Rico, of the 6000 block of West 
Melrose Street, was charged with first- 
degree murder. Rico was baby-sitting 
Salvador Sanchez on Thursday while his 
mother was at work. While changing the 
boy’s diaper, Rico struck the toddler in the 
abdomen. Rico told police he punched the 
child “when the baby moved after being 
told not to.” 

Snow expected to pile up

Last fall, Dalshad Badr arrived in Chicago feel- 
ing hungry, bewildered and alone— like hun- 
dreds of other Iraqi refugees who have landed 
in Illinois during the past year. 

By chance, inside the aging West Rogers 
Park apartment building that was his new 
home, Badr, 22, ran into fellow Iraqi Ahlam 
Mahmoud, who had come in 2008. Eyeing 
his worn-out clothes, Mahmoud promptly 
arranged to get him a winter coat. 

By December, Badr was doing the same for 
Hanaajumah, 47, escorting her during her first 
week in town to a bustling commercial strip 
on Devon Avenue, where Iraqi food and other 
Arabic-speaking shoppers could be found. 
Jumah turned around and helped more arriv- 
ing Iraqis— and so on, and so on. 

Aided by donations after a Tribune article 
described how a scarcity of federal resources 
was hampering the settlement of refugees in

the U.S., agrowing network of Iraqis has estab- 
lished a type of “pay it forward” support sys- 
tem for fellow refugees where cash-strapped 
resettlement agencies cannot. 

Operating through two start-up groups on 
the North Side, the refugee volunteers reach 
out even as they continue searching for their 
own stability in Chicago. They deliver donated 
coats, furniture, warm meals or a simple wel- 
coming hand to newly arriving Iraqi families in 
a place they still find confusing. 

“We visit the new families and we tell 
them: ‘Welcome to the United States,’ ” said 
Saad Jalwy, 29, who arrived from Baghdad in 
November with his wife and daughter and 
lives on public aid while he searches for work. 


“I tell them: ‘Feel free to ask me for anything 
you need.’ We want them to feel at home.” 

The refugees are among 2 million Iraqis 
displaced by their country’s violence since the 
U.S.-led invasion in 2003. Facing international 
criticism for not initially taking in displaced 
Iraqis, the U.S. during the past two years has 
sharply increased the number of people receiv- 
ing asylum because they are under threat or 
worked for Americans in Iraq. 

Earlier Iraqi refugees arrived with just a few 
clothes and sometimes only kitchen chairs to 
sit on inside the apartments secured for them 
by resettlement groups. Since a Tribune arti- 
cle in October documented fears of home- 
lessness and tales of relying on relatives in 
Iraq to pay rent in Chicago, newer families 
have benefited from donations that fill the 
start-ups’ already cramped spaces from floor 
to ceiling with winter boots, clothes, furni- 
ture and other goods. 


A winter storm warning was in effect for 
the entire Chicago region until about 
noon Monday, with a mix of rain and snow 
expected to hit the area with up to 
7 inches of snow, according to the 
National Weather Service.

MARJAH, Afghanistan Outnumbered 
and outgunned, Taliban fighters are 
mounting a tougher fight than expected 
in Marjah, Afghan officials said Sunday, 
as U.S.-led forces converged on a pocket 
of militants in a western section of the 
town. 

Despite ongoing fighting, the newly 
appointed civilian chief for Marjah said 
he plans to fly into the town Monday for 
the first time since the attack to begin 
restoring Afghan government control and 
winning over the population after years of 
Taliban rule. 

With fighter jets, drones and attack 
helicopters roaring overhead, Marine 
and Afghan companies advanced Sunday 
on a 2-square-mile area where more than 
40 insurgents were believed holed up.

“It looks like they want to stay 
and fight but they can always drop their weapons and 
slip away That’s the nature of this war.” 

U.S. officials signaled their intention to attack Marjah, 
a major Taliban supply and opium- smuggling center, 


months ago, apparently in hopes the insurgents would 
flee and allow the U.S. -led force to take over quickly and 
restore an Afghan government presence. Instead, the 
insurgents rigged Marjah with bombs and booby traps 
to slow the allied attack, which began Feb. 13.

IRS employee

Miller completes Olympic 
comeback with 1st gold

WHISTLER, British Columbia 

Bode Miller finally won his 
elusive gold medal, using 
a blistering slalom run 
Sunday to complete one of 
the most unlikely Olympic 
comebacks ever. 

Four years after bomb- 
ing out amid lofty expec- 
tations at the Torino Games and a year after prac- 
tically walking away from the sport, Miller won 
the super-combined for his third medal in as many 
events at Vancouver. 

Seventh after the morning downhill run, Miller 
skied the third-fastest afternoon slalom leg for a 
two-run time of 2 minutes, 44.92 seconds— a com- 
fortable 0.33 ahead of Ivica Kostelic of Croatia, 
who matched his silver medal at Torino. Silvan 
Zurbriggen of Switzerland claimed bronze, 0.40 
back. 

For a guy who has insisted that medals aren’t 
important, this one clearly was special. 

“The way I executed, the way I skied, is some- 
thing 111 be proud of the rest of my life,” Miller 
said. “I skied with 100 percent heart— I didn’t 
hold anything back. ... It’s just awesome. There’s 
nothing else to say” 

Having skipped summer training while he 
debated retiring, Miller nearly didn’t have enough 
energy to hold on as he came over the final pitch 
of the slalom course. 

“My legs started feeling really wobbly,” he said. 
“I didn’t even feel like I was looking at the gate 
anymore.” 

Miller has also won a silver and a bronze at the 
Vancouver Games— a sharp contrast from his no- 
medal performance in Torino. 

Miller said he was running on “fumes” following 
his first two races, the downhill and the super- G. 

“I felt awesome about it,” he said. “But still, it’s 
incredibly emotionally exhausting to do it like 
that. 

“I’ve got one leg that’s injured and another leg 
that’s on my boat already,” he added, looking for- 
ward to his postseason vacation.

In an exhilarating game that often went end 
to end without affording fans a moment’s pause 
to marvel at the world-class skills on display, 
the underdog Americans rode a two-goal, one- 
assist performance by Brian Rafalski to a 5-3 
win over Canada before a stunned crowd at a 
jam-packed Canada Hockey Place. The victory 
gave the U.S. a bye into the quarterfinals and 
sentenced Canada to meet Germany in a play- 
in game Tuesday 

Rafalski, of the Detroit Red Wings, scored 
the first two U.S. goals and assisted on the 
fourth, by Chris Drury Also getting an assist 
on that goal was Ryan Suter, son of 1980 U.S. 
defenseman Bob Suter. 

Canada’s Sidney Crosby made the last few 
minutes tense by redirecting a Rick Nash pass 
beyond the reach of U.S. goalie Ryan Miller, but 
Miller held on through a fusillade of shots and 
Ryan Kesler scored into an empty net with 44.7 
seconds to play Canada outshot the U.S. 14-3 in 
the third period and 45-22 in the game. 

Rafalski, the oldest player on the U.S. team at 
36, helped the U.S. defeat Canada for the first 
time in seven tries— since the U.S. prevailed 
at Squaw Valley in i960. Canada had won five 
games and the teams had played one tie in the 
interim. Rafalski has four goals in this tour- 
nament, as many as he has in 57 games with 
Detroit this season.

Two new companies are giving con- 
sumers a way to download songs for 
free by watching a few ads. 

The idea has been tried before but 
this time it appears it might work, 
because the startups have found 
advertisers that are willing to pay 
around $2 to have a moment of your 
time. 

That means recording companies can get 
about as much compensation from the free 
services as they receive from a download on 
iTunes that costs the consumer $1.29. 

“Tou pay for the song by paying attention 
to the advertiser,” said Richard Nailling, 
CEO of freeallmusic.com, which launched 
an invitation-only test of its service in 
December. “It’s a fair trade of attention for 
music.” 

Both Free All Music and another new 
free site, guvera.com, have licensing deals 
with independent labels and two of the 
largest recording companies, Universal 
Music Group and EMI Group. Fans of U2, 
Black Eyed Peas and Norah Jones should 
be happy But admirers of Ke$ha or Sade, 
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The people behind Guvera— including founder and CEO Claes Loberg (from left), head of content Dan Thompson and chief technology officer

»» Users must fill out a profile and list 
favorites in an array of categories from 
food to music. People who fill out more 
surveys get more credits to spend on 
music, but it also makes them better 
subjects for targeted ads. The credits can 
eventually be tapped out: Companies 
sponsor only a certain number of 
downloads per customer. 


»» Searching for a song brings the user 
to a list of advertisers willing to sponsor 
the download. After clicking on one, the 
user is taken to an advertiser-branded 
page and can download from there. 
However, just getting there can be tricky. 
The company is working on making 
navigation easier to understand. 


»» Advertisers on Free All Music pay about $2 for 
the right to present one video ad. Each download 
also sets off a slew of 150 ads that are spread to 
other music-related sites on the Internet, such as 
AOL Music. These display ads let others know that a 
user downloaded a particular song for free, thanks 
to the advertising sponsor. Users must opt in to be 
part of the campaign.

»» Users can search by song, artist or album or can 
pick one from a list of top hits. 


»»Then they pick a song and choose from a range 
of advertisers to sponsor the download. Users 
watch one video ad featuring that brand. One 
click later, and the song downloads to the user’s 
computer and can be transferred to a portable 
device. Users can get five songs a week. 


both with Sony Music labels, will be out of 
luck for now 

The new services come after years of fall- 
ing CD sales. More people are consuming 
music online but spending far less for it. 

In response, recording companies have 
been licensing songs to an array of Internet 
businesses that offer songs cheaply or for 
free— in the hope that these legitimate alter- 
natives can keep people from turning to ille- 
gal downloads. 

But some sites that allowed free listen- 
ing on computers couldn’t generate enough 
advertising revenue to cover their debts 
or pay royalties that were required every 
time someone played a song. One such site, 
imeem, was on the verge of collapse before it 
was bought last year by MySpace Music. 

The new services have tried to come up 
with unique advertising packages so compa- 
nies are willing to pay more. And they are put- 
ting the money toward offering downloads of 


songs that can be put on portable devices. 

They also have made changes to deal 
with a problem that helped cause another 
free-download site, SpiralFrog, to croak last 
year. SpiralFrog irked users because its songs 
expired if people failed to log back on every 
few months to view more ads. Its songs also 
couldn’t be played on iPods or iPhones. 

Free All Music and Guvera let users play 
songs on any device. The users also don’t have 
to deal with copy protection software that 
requires checking back in with the service. 
So-called digital rights management soft- 
ware is on the way out after Apple ditched 
the copy-protection technology in ilunes last 
April. 

Free All Music and Guvera are privately 
funded and in a beta testing phase with just 
a few thousand users. Wannabe joiners must 
register and then clear a waiting list before 
getting invited. That lets the sites make sure 
there are enough advertisers to pay for the 


songs that will be downloaded. 

The 46 advertisers that have signed up for 
Guvera’s test in Australia are paying on aver- 
age $4 per visitor, contributing $250,000 so 
far. As the service expands to the U.S. at the 
end of March, Guvera plans to add users in 
tandem with more advertisers. 

“Everything’s about a controlled, sort of 
old-school business model of: Build one 
product, find one customer, sell it. Then 
build two products, find two customers, and 
sell it,” said Claes Loberg, Guvera’s founder 
and CEO. 

“If we have enough to support a million 
people, that’s all we’ll open the door to, even 
if we have 5 million sitting in the background 
waiting to get in.” 

Song royalties are paid per download, in 
the range of 70 percent of the retail price of 
a song. So advertising revenue should be able 
to cover what the track would have made if 
it were sold for $1.29 on ilimes. 


Free All Music is the easier to navigate of 
the two. Users can type in search terms to 
find a song, or can pick one from a list of top 
hits by genre. 

They then pick from a range of advertis- 
ers, including Coca-Cola and zappos.com, 
the shoe and apparel retailer now owned 
by amazon.com. Users watch one video ad 
featuring that brand. One click later, and 
the song downloads to the user’s computer 
and can be transferred to a portable device. 
Users can download a maximum of five songs 
a week; the cap is reset every Tuesday 

Boston-based advertising agency Mullen, 
which is testing the Zappos ads on Free All 
Music, hopes the goodwill generated by 
paying for the music will carry over to the 
brand. 

“We’re giving them something they want,” 
said Brenna Hanly a media planner at Mullen. 
“Us giving that song can spark them to talk 
about it on Facebook and Twitter.”

Less than an hour before his first Chicago 
show since December 2008, Billy Corgan sat 
with me in the green room at LaSalle Power 
Co. (500 N. La Salle St.) on Thursday discuss- 
ing— ^ what else?— pro wrestling. 

The Smashing Pumpkins rocker, a die-hard 
wrestling fan, managed to make the conversa- 
tion sound like a discussion about theater (“If 
a wrestler can embody a character, you’ll go 
along for the ride”) and kept the tone serious 
and analytical. 

“Part of my attraction to that world is that I 
put the same energy into it that I used to put 
into my music world,” said Corgan, 42, who 
was performing at a benefit for NorthShore 
University HealthSystem’s Integrative 
Medicine Program. “It’s not political for me. 

In the musical world, it got political. I stopped 
reading all music press and now just read wres- 
tling press.” 

If it sounds like Corgan is down on the music industry, that’s 
because he is. One of the reasons he plans to release 44 new Smashing 
Pumpkins songs for free online is to “skip all that drama.” 

Surprisingly, Corgan isn’t as bored with the tabloid drama that occa- 
sionally surrounds his life. 

“The stuff that I’ve seen doesn’t have any bearing to the reality that 
I’m in,” said Corgan, whom tabloids have recently linked to Jessica 
Simpson. “It’s like being in a cartoon. It has nothing to do with what’s 
really going on or how I feel.” 

When asked about his studio collaboration with Simpson last 
month, the Glendale Heights native said it was for her upcoming VHi 
reality show, “The Price of Beauty” 

“She asked me to help her out on the theme song for her new TV 
show,” Corgan said. The show “has an interesting concept. She goes 
around the world to show how different people perceive beauty” 

What’s next for Corgan, besides recording 38 more Pumpkins songs? 

“I just signed a deal to write my memoir,” he said. “It’s a spiritual 
memoir about life from a spiritual perspective, not from a media or 
celeb perspective.”
